The allies Saturday 


notified Turkey that they have decided 


to dismember the Turkish empire so

T urkish rule over other nations. 


The allied decision was preceded by 


a threat to drive the Turks from Eu- 


rop«> unless they refuse to sign the 


peace treaty or failure to carry out 


th** terms of that pact. 
Turkey was 


given until midnight Ju ly 27 to make 
known its decision. 


The necessity of dismembering the 
T urkish empire, the allied note de­ 


clared. was due to the Turkish atroci­ 


ties that have •’startled and shocked 


the conscience of mankind.”

cost too much.
